Lower R.R. Fares; 
Travel Costs Less; 
Of Local ’ Interest

‘Yhe fact that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has or- 
dered all Eastern railroads to re- 
duce their rates on June 2 to two 
cents a mile in coaches and three 
in Pullmans is of very much in- 


terest to Northfield as it concerns 
the travel expenses of thousands 
who come each year to attend the 
various conferences during the 
supnner and also if the winter 
season. On the Boston and Maine 
railroad this reduction amounts 
to one and six tenths cents a: 
mile in coaches and one cent a 
mile in Pullmans. This should: 
make travel by train more popu- 
lar. 

From Northfield to Boston, 
106 miles, the present fare is 
$3.84 and after June 2 should be 
$2.12. Between New York .and 
Northfield’ a distance of 184 
miles, the present fare is $6.64 
and at two cents a mile will be 
$3.68. P 

The reduction, long sought by 
New England business men, hail- 
ed as giving material impetus to 
the tourist industry. Southern 
and western railroads have long 
had lower mileage rates than 
New England lines. This fact is 
believed by some obseryers to 
have acted against efforts to at- 
tract more visitors. 

The reduction in railroad fares 
should be of vital interest to ev- 
eryone in Northfield. It should 
produce a real boom in attend- 
ance at the summer conferences 
or for recreation activity. On 


long trips railroad travel may 
yet be more practical than auto- 
mobile journeys.
